Russian Rules Called Up. 

The foreign office is reticent. in re- 
gard to the exchanges of communica- 
tions which have passed between Count 
Benckendorff and Lord Lansdowne, but 
beyond the question of the sinking of 
the specific ship, the two diplomats, it 
is learned, discussed in a friendly spirit 
the general principles involved in the 
act. Count Benckendorff referred to the 
various regulations issued since 
authorizing naval commanders in cer- 
tain contingencies to sink neutral ves- 
sels carrying contraband, and which, 
though known to the neutral powers, 
had not been made‘the subject of pro- 
test.

Birmingham, Ala., August 4.—(Spectal.) 


Unitea |The strike situation here is becoming 


painfully monotonous, and an interview 
this morning with one of the most ob- 
seTvant merchants in the adity, who has 
been through four strikes in this district, 
gives a gloomy outlook to the situation. 
Business is beginning to fee] the effects 
of it, notwithstanding the roseate views 
expressed by many that the strike would 
soon be over. This merchant is not so 
hopeful, and expressed the belief that 
the end of it would not be seen before 
the end of the year. 

Eight thousand men in the district 
are out of employment who have been 
and 
spending it here, he contends, is bound 
to bring hard times to the merchants of 
the district. There are now employed 
by the commercial coal men about 4,- 
000 miners, whose output is used for 
commercial purposes only, not a pound 
of which can be used by the furnace men 
under the agreement. 

Only one-third off the United Mine 
Workers have employment, besides a 
large number of helpers in and about 
the mines, who are not members of the 
union. Birmingham is largely depend- 
ent on this trode of the miners. 

There is very little agricultura] trade 
in this immediate section, and the good 
crops oft he country can not be Jooked 
to to fill up the vacancy in trade caused 
by the strike. 

That both sides to the trouble are 
determined to fight to a finish there 
is no doubt, and the question at issue 
is whether unionism will be recognized 
or disrupted.

Society for the Protection of Italian

Mr. Phipard, who 
has just returned to New York, after 
a tour of investigation in the south- 
ern states, presented conditions in the 
south in this terse statement to those 
whom he desires to interest: 

All the planters are anxious to procure 
labor to gather this year’s crop. I am 
advised by reliable planters that a green 
hand wilk pick from 100 to 150 pounds of 
cotton per day and on becoming expert 
from 250 to 400 pounds. By this means 
any family sent down on or before Sep- 
tember {5 will be assured of a cash in- 
come up to the time of the next planting, 
in January, when they can take a farm 
for each family of as many acres as they 
can properly handilé. 

While Mr. Phipand is speaking par 
ticularly of conditions that exist 
around Greenville, Miss., where he 
‘has formed a_ business connection 
with a number of planters, simi- 
lar conditions obtain throughout the 
cotton belt and the outlook is one 
'which ought to appeal to thousands 
of immigrants from Italy. .The great 
‘problem facing the southern planters 


© \'this year—a problem which increases 


in seriousness with each passing sea- 
son—is to secure an adequate supply 
of labor to enable him to market his 
crop. With the younger negroes, and 
‘a good many of the old ones, flocking 
to the cities and towns, the cotton: 
planter finds it absolutely impossible 
| to cultivate more than a comparative- 
‘ly small percentage of his Jands. The 
‘acreage of cotton could be, and ought 
_to be greatly increased; the land is 
here and the owner is anxious to see 
it properly cultivated, but without 
the necessary labor he is helpless. 

It is not necessary to enumerate the 
gauses which’ have contributed to the 
apparent worthlessness of so large a 
proportion of the negro population— 
the result of these causes is that with 
which the practical men of the south 
‘have to deal. If is, of course, highly 
‘unfortunate that so manv ~-rroes re- 
'fuse to take advantage of the oppor- 
‘tunities offered them to make an hon- 
est living; when the golden eggs are 
all gone they will mourn the day they 
killed the goose that laid them, but 
it will then be too late. For as surely 


so surely will the day come when the 
negro will awake to find that his oc- 
cupation has passed into the hands of 
a more willing and a more reliable 
class of workers. 

The old theory that none but the 
negro is capable of holding up against 
the heat and the labor of cotton pick- 
ing has long since been dispelled. 
Each year shows a greater percentage 
of the crop picked by white hands. 
In Texas the percentage is very) 
large. 

For this kind of work the immi- 
grants from sunny Italy are peculiar- 
ly well qualified. The people who 
‘come from the little farms of north- 
lern Italy are not only thoroughly} 
‘equipped ‘for labor in these southern 
states, but they are the best kind of 
immigrants—peaceful, industrious, 
thrifty. They are capable of being 
made into excellent American citi- 
zens. The planters of the south will 
welcome their coming, and they, in 
turn, will be glad they came. 
| What corner of the earth can offer 
them such inducements? Here are 
‘breezes as mild and invigorating as 
| any they have known; here the sky 
‘is as blue and nature is as bountiful 
‘as in sunny Italy itself. Here is a 
land of the free; no effete monarchy 
we be supported, no cumpulsory ser- 
vice in the army, no slavery to sup-| 
port a landed aristocracy. Here can! 
the Italian farmer find immediate and 
lucrative employment for himself and 
the members of his family; here can} 
he secure a farm of his own at a low 
price and on easy terms, becoming his 
own landed proprietor; here can he 
find free schools in which to give his 
children the education that is their 
right, while he himself rises high 
above the conditions of practical 
serfdom from which he has fled. ‘And 
here he will certainly find a wel- 
come. 

The south needs him and his kind, 
and will show its hearty appreciation 
of any movement calculated to bring 
him here. But it is the newcomer, 
even more than the cotton planter, 
who will have most reason to return 
thanks to the man or the men who 
bring to his attention this opportu- 
nity for finding a home in the south. 
|For while his coming will mean much 
‘to the planter, to him it will mean 
everything.

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House Has Appropriated $228,000 More Than Gen- 
eral Tax Act Will Raise---House Again Dis- 
agrees on Governorship Succession Bill.

OYCOTT and anti-boycott will not 

be debated in the house at this 

session. The fate of the boycott 
bill by Senator Starr of the forty-second, 
which passed the senate practically with- 
out oppositidn, was decided adversely. to 
that measure by the general judiciary 
committee of the house at its session on 
Wednesday night. 

The general judiciary committee had 
arranged for a hearing on the boycott 
bill Wednesday night, and a committee 
from the Federation of: Trades appeared 
to oppose the measure. With the com- 
mittee came C. T. Ladson, attroney for 
the federation, and Reuben Arnold, at- 
torney for the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen, and several other railway or- 
ders; both of whom would have made 
speeches against the measure had it been 
necessary to do so. After hearing the 
bill read, however, and finding that no 
one, not even its author, had appeared 
to support it, the committee decided that 
it was unnecessary to hear any argument 
against the measure, and by a unanimous 
vote it was reported back with the rec- 
ommendation that it do not pass. This 
means the measure will #6t again be 
heard from during the session. 

The boycott bill was regarded by mem- 
bers of the Federation of Trades as @ 
most drastic measure. It made it a mis- 
demeanor to “picket,’”’ that is for any la- 
bor organization to station their mem- 
bers on the streets near any establish- 
ment where a strike or lockout might be 
in progress, or to influence or seek to in- 
fluence the employees of any such e€S- 
tablishment to leave its service, It was 
also made a misdemeanor to “boycott”’ 
any store or mercantile establishment in 
any manner whatever. The terms of the 
bill on this subject were most stringent. 
It is said that anti-boycott laws have al- 
ready been declared uneonstitutional in 
several states in which they have been 
passed. 


State Funds Getting Short. 

“The house wf representatives has ap- 
propriated in the general appropriations 
bill and one or two special measures al- 
ready passed,’ said Chairman Davis, of 
the senate finance committee, yesterday, 
“the sum of $228,405 more than can be 
raised by the genera] tax act. 

“In addition to this,” Chairman Davis 
continued,” there are special appropria- 
tion bills now pending before the legis- 
lature carrying appropriations amounting 
to about $100,000, some of which will 
have to be passed. In the event all of 
these bills should be passed, it would in- 
volve a deficit of more than $300,000. 

“In making this calculation I have taken 
into consideration the estimated increased 
tax returns amounting to $18,000,000, 
and the revenue which the state will re- 
ceive therefrom. 

“Among the special appropriation bills 
which must be passed is that appropriat- 
ing $29,000 to rebuild the building be- 
longing to the state university which was 
destroyed by fire. The state Was carry- 
ing half the insurance on this building, 
and this amount will have to be made 
good.”’ 

Mr. Davis is securing these figures for 
the purpose of presenting them to the sen- 
ate finance committee and to the senate 
when these bodies consider the general 
appropriations bill. This measure is now 
before the committee and will be report- 
ed to the senate within the next day or 
two. 


—_—- 


Succession to Governorship. 

The house and senate have not yet 
gotten together on the question of amend- 
ing the constitution regarding the succes- 
sion to the governorship. While the sen- 
ate agreed to the report made by the con- 
ference committee, accepting the senate 
substitute with an amendment, the house 
yesterday disagreed to this report, and 
appointed a new conference committee, 
composed of Messrs. Steed, of Taylor; 
Hall, of Bibb, and Franklin, of Washing- 
ton. The senate had adjourned at the 
time this was done. So the conference 
committee could not meet yesterday, the 
senate members not having been appoint- 
ed. 4 

The conference committee reported a 
hill which provided that in the event of 
the death or disability of the governor 
at any time between October of an elec- 
tion year and the June following, the 
president of the senate or the speaker 
of the house, as the case may be, who 
Shall be continued in office as such until 
their successors are elected and qualified, 
shall exercise the functions of the execu- 
ties office until a governor gan be elect- 
ed and qualified. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, and others objected 
to this measure, holding that the terms 
of office of the president of the senate 
and speaker*of the house expired with 
the term of the legislature by which they 
were elected, and that the effect of such 
an act would be, in the event of the 
death or disability of the governor at 
such time, to’ confer the office of gover- 
Lor on a private oitizen. Mr. Wooten said 
he realized this fact, but he thought the 
legislature could make them officials by 
enacting a law so extending their terma. 
He urged agreement to the conference re- 
port on the ground of necessity of taking 
action in the matter for the protection of 
tire sidite. 

The house, however, refused to agree 
and the new conference committee will 
have to get together on some proposition 
today. The house bill provided for the 
succession to the governorship, in event 
of such a case as is stated, to fall 
fifst on thé@-secretary of state, next on 
the attorney general, and last on the 
state treasurtr. | 


Peabody’s Generous Offer. 

George Foster Peabody, who has al- 
ready given $20,000 to the State Normal 
school at Athens, now offers to give 
$10,000 more, and Hon. James M. Smith. 
of Oglethorpe, offers to supplement this 
with $15,000, making a total of $25,000, 
provided the state of Georgia will appro- 
priate a like amount for the purpose 
of erecting recitation bulidings at the 
normal school. 

The jegislature yesterday came pretty 
near refusing even to consider this gen- 
erous offer.

Effect of Slaton’s Vote. 

An article in The Constitution yester- 
day with regard to the action of the 
general judiciary committee of the hous 
in putting on the table the bill which pro- 
poses to regulate the business of money 
lending on j/urniture and household 
goods, perhaps created an ¢rroneous im- 
pression with regard to the action of 
Chairman Slaton, of Fulten, in breaking 
a tie vote by voting to table the Dill. 

The bill, as is well known, had passed 
the senate and was before the house ju- 
diciary committee for hearing and rec- 
cmmendation. It was evident after the 
hearing on Wednesdzy night ‘that the 
sertiment of the committee was strongly 
adverse to the bill, and the object of the 
motion to table was to prevent the Dill 
being sent back to the house with an un- 
favorable report.

“Judge A. E. Calhoun now has it in his 
power to rid Atlanta of the men who 
have been living off the town for years, 

ho have been corrupting the morals of 
he young men and Dringing them to 
ruin; I mean the gamblers,” declared 
Captain W. H. Brotherton, of the board 
of police commissioners, yesterday. “The 
police commissioners have put the mat- 
ter right squarely up to Judge Calhoun. 
They are to be arraigned before him. He 
has it in his power to stop the gambling 

Atlanta. Will he do it? Let's put 
the responsibility where it belongs this 
time. If Judge Calhoun does nét break 
up this gambling evil, he will be respon- 
sigje to the people for its continuance.” 

Captain Brotherton is very much in 
earnest about the war that thas been 
declared on the gamblers of Atlanta by 
the board of police commissioners. A\« 
ready thirty-elght of the professionals 
have been arrested. Detectives are stil! 
working on the matter, and declare that 
they will have more of them in the tolls 
before the cases are called in the crim- 
inal branch of the city court of Atlanta, 
which is presided over by Judge (al- 
houn. 

Members of the board of police com- 
missioners are very much fn earnest itn 
their efforts to stop gambling in Atlanta, 


as is evidenced by the results that have 
been obtained. 


Chief Ball Not oCnsulted. 

Incidentally it is interesting to note 
that the fight against the gamblers is 
being made by the police commissioners 
themselves, and was entered into with- 
out consulting either Captain John Ww 
Ball. chief of police. or Sergeant Harvey 
Bedford. chief of detectives. 

More tian a month azo Police Commis. 
fioner OS Nunnally reported to the 
board that gambling rooms were being 
conducted in Atlanta. He suggested that 
the board take action. The matter was 
teferred to Commissioner Nunnally. The 
real action came during the next meet- 
ing of the police board, when a call for 
an executive session was sustained. Every 
one, even the chief of police, was re. 
quested to leave the room. The news- 
paper men, who are usually allowed to 
femain during the executive sessions of 
the police board, were asked to leave. 
The only person present who was not 2a 
member of the police board was Council- 
man F. A. Hilburn, chairman of the 
police committee of the general council. 

Captain W. H. Brotherton then intro- 
duced the 
Was unanimously adopted: 

“Resolved, That $350 be turned over to 
Chairman Day to be used tn catching 
Zamblers, the work to be done bv Lan- 
ford and Kilpatrick, and they be not re- 
quired to make any report until they 
have completed their work.” 

The two detectives have been working 
under this resolution. They have made 


‘thirty-eight arrests so far, and have not 


yet announced themselves ready to re- 
port. 

In making the statement about Judge 
Calhoun’s power to stop the gambling 
evil in Atlanta, Captain Brotherton said 
yesterday, and he was speaking earn- 
estly: 

“The gamblers have got to go. They 
have got to have it impressed upon them 
that we will not longer submit to their 
existence in Atlanta. I wil] not sit quiet- 
ly by and watch them ruin the young 
men of this city by teaching them to 
gamble. 

“Incidentally, I want to say that I 
have always been the enemy of the gam- 
blers, and they know it. During my 
term as chairman of the board of police 
commissioners we arrested 128 of them, 
and during that time it was impossible to 
get either whisky or beer in any of these 
disreputable houses. 


Gamblers Were Given Tip. 

“The police board has been making 
war on the gamblers for years, but it 
was impossible to catch them. Our de- 
tectives would tel] us that when they 
went to raid a gambling room the gam- 
blers whuld have received notice of their 
coming. We have grown tired of this. 
When Mr. Nunnally reported to us that 
gambling rooms were being operated in 
Atlanta we determined to put a stop to 
them and referred the matter to him for 
® report. As Mr, Nunnally was a mem- 
ber of the board, he conferred with me 
about the matter and I gave him the 

t advice I could.

The Hopkins substitute for the Hal’ 
tax assessor bill was yesterday passed 
by the senate, as was the bill to in- 
crease the salary of the governor of the 
state. 

The Hopikns substitute to the Hall 
hij] makes the tax assessor system oper- 
ative not only upon such classes of 
property as are returnable to the comp- 
troller general, but on all property of 
every class, the bill providing for a 
board of tax assessors in each county. 

The bill to increase the salary of the 
governor was passed with an amend- 
ment restoring the amount named as 
the chief executive's yearly remunera- 
tion to $5,000, as it stead originally 
when the bil; was introduced in the 
house, though the latter body cut the 
amount to $4,000. ; 

Both these measures were passed only 
after) extended debate, the discussion 
of the two bills consuming the entire 
but both were passed 
by overwhelming majorities. 

The substitute to the Hall tax assess- 
or bill was, with a few minor changes, 
a senate bill offered by Mr. Hopkins, 
of the seventh, but of somewhat later 
date than the Hal] bill. Thig bil) by 
Senator Hopkins differed in two partl- 
cularg from that by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
author of the original bill passed by 
the house. In the first place, it makes 
the tax assessor plan uniform over the 
entire state and provides for a board of 
tax assessors, composed of three mem- 
pers, in every county, the boards to be 
appointed by the grand juries of their 
respective counties. In the second place, 
the bills differ, in that Mr. Hopkins’ 
measure provides that the governor shall 
appoint the members of the state board,

while the bill by Mr. Hal] vested the 
appointing power in the comptroller gen- 
eral. 

In the debate on the substitute, a 
strong affirmative stand was taken by 


Senators Hopkins, Mathews and Middle- 


brooks. 

Senator Hopkins said: 

“As to the provision of the substitute 
that there shall be a board of tax as- 
sessors in every county, I simply wish 
to state that in no other way can the bill 
be made fair and equitable. I shall not 
stop to discuss the constitutionality of 
the measure witb that provision elimi- 
nated, but I do gay that it violates 
the principles of fairness and honesty 
that ought to characterize all the legis- 
lation of. this state. We ought to do 
nothing to one class of property owners 
that we would be unwilling to have done 
to us.

“Captain Brotherton went to Judge 
Calhoun and made him promise to severe- 
ly punish the gamblers and help break 
up this business in Atlanta. He is going 
to do that. A game was raided in one of 
the hotels, but it was a sort of amateur 
affair and the boys were allowed to 


plead. The others have not been allowed | 


to do so. 

“The gamblers have been trying to beg 
off. They have sent to me and one of 
their attorneys came to me, but I simply 
told him that there was no begging off to 
it. We have a lot of their paraphernalia 
at the station house now. 

“That sort of business will have to stop 
in Atlanta.
